HISTORY OF ADAMS COUNTY 


A Chronological Review Of Things That Have Gone 
Before, And The Trials And Tribulations Of Our 
Ancestors, 'As Published Serially For The 
Benefit Of Gettysburg Times* Readers. 


Old Time Reminiscences 
Hon. J. K. Longwell, born in Gettysburg, and for many years a citizen 
of W estm inster, Md., some years ago wrote a comm unication to the “Star 
and Sentinel.” of Gettysburg, and gave the nam es from memory of those 
who were citizens here between the years 1817 and 1829, together with a 
long list of happenings th at he remembered. It is, we are told, singularly 
accurate in all its statem ents, and 
we regard it not only as a valuable 
historic docum ent, but a m ost re ­ 
m arkable evidence of a strength 
and clearness of memory th a t is 
rarely to be found. 
He thus fu r­ 
nishes a nearly complete list of 
those who were here in the years 
indicated above. 
He says, “m any 
of them died or moved away during 
those years, and others grew up to 
be men or removed there during 
th at period.” 
The letter accompanying the list 
of names had these very interesting 
items: “My recollections of G ettys­ 
burg from about 1817 to December, 
1828, when I left the place, are very 
strong, as I think will be m anifest 
when you examine the list of male 
citizens of that day. 
It was no 
trouble to me to go again in m em ­ 
ory to every house then standing. 
The only difficulty was to keep up 
with the various changes, by re ­ 
moval and otherwise. * • *

HEALTH TALK 


Harrisburg—Commenting on the 
arrival of the 
“open season” for 
pneumonia 
deaths, Dr. 
Theodore 
B. Appel, secretary of health, today 
said 
carelessness of 
the part 
of 
most of the victims furnishes the 
ammunition 
used 
by the deadly 
disease gern\s. 
The 
principal 
cause of pneu­ 
monia. which reports to the depart­ 
ment indicate are increasing, lies in 
personal conduct which the secre­ 
tary says 
is “the one 
obstruction 
that public health officials cannot 
surmount” 
“No one needs to prove that the 
present-day life, particularly as it 
is experienced by the average in­ 
door city 
dweller, is 
most trying 
even upon a normal constitution,” 
he 
continued. 
“Unfortunately, 
modern business and social life ap­ 
pear to demand more exactions than 
the body can reasonably withstand, 
if the breakes are not properly ap­ 
plied; and 
this is becoming 
in­ 
creasingly hard to do. 
“It is exceeingly smart to whirl­ 
wind hither and thither, and thus 
become bright spots in the hurly- 
burly life which is so much in the 
mode these days. But nature does 
not smile upon any type of smart­ 
ness which tends to reduce vitality 
and impair health. The type of 
smartness is 
the very essence 
of 
stupidity. 
“And yet it is just that sort of 
thing to which thousands of per­ 
sons are addicted. Following their 
own pleasures, distractions and pur­ 
suits, 
they 
thoughtlessly 
reduce 
body tone and thus through their 
carelessness 
hospitably invite the 
pneumococcus germ to take up resi­ 
dence and do its worst. 
“It is perfectly reasonable to as­ 
sume that if more people would se­ 
riously pay attention to developing 
and maintaining a bodily resistance 
to the falal work which pneumonia 
is 
now 
accomplishing 
could 
be 
markedly reduced. 
“And if to this could be added 
due caution concerning drafts, over­ 
heated 
and illy 
ventilated rooms, 
wet feet and prompt attention to 
manifestations of the common cold, 
the death 
rate from 
pneumonia 
this season could be spectacularly 
limited. 
“It is a great pity that persons 
who are super-careful about bank 
accounts, reputations and even re­ 
garding many minor and some ma­ 
jor health matters, seem to be will­ 
ing to become vulnerable to pneu­ 
monia, for no other reason than the 
thoughtless pursuit of their own de­ 
sires. 
But ifs a fact, nevertheless. 
“Until the average citizen realizes 
that pneumonia is a deadly, devas­ 
tating and most democratic mal­ 
ady, it will continue to remain a 
potent killer. 
It deserves one’s full 
powers of brain and brawn to com­ 
bat it.”
